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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The rejection of claims 58-105, filed on 10/31/2003, is withdrawn in view of 
applicants' amendments. 

2. Claims 107-109 are newly added. 

3. Claims 58-109 are pending the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 58-109 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record, Summerfelt to U.S. 6,117,689 teach in Figs.7-13b and 
related text, a method for patterning platinum layer comprising providing a substrate 
assembly (34) including a surface; forming a patterned metal-containing adhesion layer 
(64) on the surface, resulting in at least one exposed surface region of the substrate 
assembly (34); forming a platinum layer (84) on the patterned metal-containing 
adhesion layer (64) and the at least one exposed surface region of the substrate 
assembly (34); annealing the substrate assembly (34) including the patterned metal- 
containing adhesion layer (64) and the platinum (84) thereon, causing pooling of the 
platinum (70) on the at least one exposed surface region of the substrate assembly 
(34); and removing at least a portion of the platinum (72) from the at least one exposed 
surface region of the substrate assembly (34) resulting in a patterned platinum layer 
(70) (column 6, line 19 - column 10, line 13). 

Summerfelt neither teaches nor suggests annealing the substrate assembly, 
causing pooling of portions of the platinum on the at least one exposed surface region 
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of the substrate assembly without pooling portions of the platinum on the patterned 
metal-containing adhesion layer.
